Music has always been 
one of the most important 
outlets in my life. 

I don't consider myself 
an expert but sometimes I 
like to pretend that I know 
what I'm talking about. 

At the Friendship 
Festival's concert on 
Sunday, local rock group 
Amber Reigns' perfor¬ 
mance blew my expecta¬ 
tions completely out of the

I had honestly only 
heard their older material 
and this was the first time 
I'd been exposed to their 
most recent stuff and to 
put it simply... this band 
has grown and matured at 
light speed. 

The addition of new 
drummer Jordan Roy cer¬ 
tainly has boosted their 
ability to get a little more 
fancy with their songs' 
structures, that's some¬ 
thing I noticed immedi¬ 
ately. I've been playing 
drums for over 15 years 
and I have now learned 
that he's one of those guys 
that gets behind his kit 
and hammers the skins 
like they owe him money. 

That's my favourite 
approach to percussion 
and he's a real treat to 


watch for sure. 

But the entire band has 
done so many things since 
the last time I saw them 
perform live. They are 
clearly far more comfort¬ 
able on stage, likely 
because of all the expo¬ 
sure they have been get¬ 
ting which can create obvi¬ 
ous boosts to confidence. 

Their entire sound is 
much more gritty and 
powerful, in my humble 
opinion. 

After the show, I told 
some of the band's mem¬ 
bers how great I thought 
the performance was and 
described many of their 
songs as being constructed 
with several "large riffs."

used to have.

For Dave Farrow, grow¬ 
ing up with Attention Deficit 
Disorder (ADD) and dys¬ 
lexia wasn't easy. 

He struggled to keep up 
with classmates and had 
trouble staying focused. 
This led him to become 
obsessed with brain tech¬ 
niques and learning about 
what works. 

He became the only per¬ 
son in this century to invent 
a new memory technique. 
He is reaching out to com¬ 
munities to start up a 
Memory Club to not only 
practice his techniques, but 
to compete in tournaments 
through the World Memory 
Tournament Federation. 

We live in a world where 
prescribing medication has 
become far more common 
than it should. There 
doesn't seem to be a disor¬ 
der, or disease that doesn't 
have medication linked to 

Farrow believes that we 

"I have very strong 
opinions on medica¬ 
tion. It's being over¬ 
used. It can be use¬ 
ful, but our body 
develops a tolerance 
for it. Before you 
know it, you're tak¬ 
ing double or triple 
the dose," he said. 

He believes ADD 
medication such as 
Ritalin, Dexedrine, 
Adderall, Adderall 
XR, Concerta, 
Vyvanse and Focalin 
XR are a Band Aid to 
the problem and not 
a solution. 

"In many cases, 
with proper training, 


Understanding and 
exercising the brain 
is far more benefi¬ 
cial than taking a 
pill," he said. 

He believes anoth¬ 
er problem with 
medication is that it 


does more damage than 
good. 

"It takes effort to actually 
go out there and brain train 
- it's not as easy as popping 
a pill," he said. 

He has taken what he has 
learned over the years and 

that "summer dumber" syn¬ 
drome and keep their minds 

He's asking people in the 
Greater Fort Erie area, par¬ 
ticularly parents to start up 
a memory club. 

"There's a number of 
studies that show students 
can lose a letter grade over 
the summer and then they 
go into a shock when the 
fall comes," he said. 

The clubs don't have to 
be in school's as an extra¬ 
curricular, though he 
encourages schools to also 
get involved, medication 

His unique program was 
launched two weeks ago 
and has been getting world¬ 
wide attention. The idea is 
to get clubs rolling over the 
summer so when the fall 
comes they're a little 




When he was dealing 
with ADD and dyslexia in 
his teens he kept hearing 
that learning skills were 
pre determined by genes. 

"Learning skills are learnt 
as you train as are skill sets. 
You're not boring with the 
ability or disability to learn," 
he said.

AdultADDisn'taddressed 
as much as it is in children, 
but statistics say that 4 to 
6% of the adult population 
has ADD. In the US that 
works out to be about nine 
million adults. 

ADD usually persists 
throughout a person's life¬ 
time and is not limited to 
children. Adult ADD, if not 
properly treated can lead to 


trouble with employment, 
family and social relation- 

ADD is also commonly 
seen as the inability to focus 

the place with too much 
activity and restlessness. 
Hyperactivity isn't the only 
form of ADD, there is also 
distractibility and impulsiv-

LYME i DISEA SE:? WHATf MAKES: ITrTICK?/ 


However, it doesn’t take long before we quickly remember that along with the 
summer heat comes the return of mosquitoes, spiders, and ticks. In Ontario, most 
residents are well informed about the illnesses mosquitoes can spread and ways of 
protecting yourself. But how informed are we about ticks? 

There are many different species of ticks; however, the one that is of concern is the 
blacklegged tick, also known as the deer tick. This sesame seed sized tick can be 
the host to the bacteria that can cause Lyme disease, which, if untreated, can result 
in arthritis, heart problems, and various nervous system problems. The American 
brown dog tick is approximately half a centimeter and has not been shown to carry 
Lyme disease. 

The Niagara region has a high concentration of ticks, especially in the areas 
surrounding Lake Erie. The Niagara Health Department recommends wearing pants 
and long sleeved shirts when walking in wooded areas to minimize the chances of 
a tick bite. 

If you notice a tick has attached to your skin, it should be removed immediately by 
grabbing the head with a pair of tweezers and pulling straight up. Do not try to burn 
the tick off of the skin using a match or lighter. The area should be then be washed 
with soap and water. If you are unable to remove the entire tick, you should give your 
doctor a call and they can remove it for you. The tick can be brought to the health 
department for analysis to see if it was infected with the bacteria that causes Lyme 


The majority of people who are bitten by ticks do not develop Lyme disease, however 
if you notice a red bullseye rash on the skin, develop a fever, headache or muscle 
and joint pains, you should seek medical attention. The symptoms typically develop 
within 1 to 2 weeks of a bite. Lyme disease can often be cured with antibiotics if 
treatment is started early.

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Agency gives Region high marks in recycling performance

Niagara Region has the 
look of a leader when it 
comes to slim, money¬ 
making recycling opera- 

The Region's recycling 
performance got high 
marks Tuesday from an 
inter-municipal grant 
agency. That came ahead 
of a move by council to 
begin talks to extend their 
current recycling handling 


contract through to March 
2018. 

"If you want an example 
of someone that's doing 
more for less, it's (the 
Region's) current contrac¬ 
tor," said Michael Birett, 
director of the Continuous 
Improvement Fund. 

The Region contracts the 
handling of their recycla- 
bles out to a non-profit 
company, Niagara 
Recycling. Birett said the 
group has turned a profit 
for the Region while keep¬ 


ing costs low compared to 
other municipalities. 

"You're handling more 
material," he said, "and 
doing it at a lower price 
than ever before." 

Birett said the Region 
handled 10% more recy¬ 
cling between 2009 and 
2011. Despite that, he said, 
the cost to process recy- 
clables went down, and the 
Region's revenue went up 
by 35%. 

Catherine Habermebl, 
the Region's acting waste 


management director, said 
Niagara has optimized its 
process for adding new 
equipment. One recent 
add, she said, was an opti¬ 
cal sorter for plastics, 
which helped make their 

She praised Niagara 
Recycling for making for a 
smooth run for the pro- 

also employs developmen- 
tally-challenged adults in 
various tasks, from mainte¬ 
nance to working the line. 


"We've obviously been 
running a very cost-effec¬ 
tive program," she said. 

Habermebl said the 
Region has proven com¬ 
petitive when it comes to 
seeking recyclables from 
other municipalities. That's 
part of why the Region 
managed to make a profit 
on recycling even when 
markets crashed in 2009 
following the recession. 

"We want to remain com¬ 
petitive," she said. "It's 
important for the taxpay¬ 


ers of Niagara that we 
remain competitive.” 

St. Catharines Coun. 
Andy Petrowski wondered 
during questioning if the 
Region should continue 
asking for others' recycling. 

Region was so successful 
from 2009 to 2011. 

Petrowski said the 
Region's recycling system 
strikes a great balance 
between protecting the
